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Eethat defiresand promotes not an honeſt and honourable 
| peace, lethim ſuffer under the danger and confuſion of a 
Civill winter watre ; Hethat would ſeek or accept peace 
vpon unſafe and unworthy termes, lethim haveit; I can 
wiſh him no greater miſchiefe. 

It is a mutuall complaint in the world , that ſome areal 
Hepat,thes wholly for warre ; I am for neither, and yet for both; 
I alwayes loved peace well, but better now then ever : upon a juſt cauſe 
and calling I can ſcornethe davger of warre,; but the fin and confuſion of 
an: Army I hate; I love peace ſo well, that I can endure warre to ac- 
compliſh it; and I think I love it better, I am ſure I love a better peace 
then they that can abide the thoughe of nothing el&,though they enjoy no- 
thing lefſe; they would have a truce, I love a peace. 

I love peace as my health, warrel cannotfay Ilove, but uſe it as Phyſfick: 
were not health very ſweet, pills would bee very bitter, there is no ſuch 
pleaſure in blood letting. I look to peaceas my end , I look upon warre 
as the unhappy, yet not alwayes, yet not now the unjult meanes to procure 
it; Icannox be in the opinion ofthem who think happinefſe inconfiſtent 
with warre, and infeparablefrom peace ; where God is,there is happinefle, 
he isthe Lord of Hoſts, the God of peace. 

To come ncerer, We bave found it. not impoſſible to be miſerable under 
the Motto of BeatiPacifici; if it be miſery , as indeed it is, to ſee our neigh 
bours and friends waſted, and the foundaton of our own ruine laid. This 
warre is the fruitof peace, Peacc may beebe fruit ofthis warre; TI dare un- 
dertake to make good one, the God of heaven make good rheother. 

It was peace with our fpirituall enemies, with our finnes, with our ſuper. 
Ritious Idolatries, Sabbath breakings, it was peace with our outward both 
Ferraigne and inteſtine cnemies, Spare: and its faction, that we may both in 
areligious andieafonable way conclude, have brought us to this paſſe, God 
may july ler thoſe counſels chat haye wrought our neighbours miſcry 
work our own. 

And here let me take leave in this freedome of ſpeaking to give an ac- 
count of my thoughts concerning the hinges upon which ,theſe. troubles 
New.

how moye: Becauſe I find many at aſtand,admiring how wee are comets 
this heigth of calamicy : Wee looke uponthe hand that moves, and heare 
the hammer that ſtrikes, and tells us we are at the Evening of our unſound 
pom , and that we are in danger to pafſe a midnight before wee ſhall ſee a 

ter and clearer morning of truth and peace ariſe upon us ſpringing from 
on high. But there are very few that looke upon the wheeles and ſprings 
the weights and lines, which move and at the things we ſce and heare. 

For my part I am very farre from a Stateſman, my yeeres will not allow 
we experience,my parts inſight, my calling leiſure,nor my acquaintance in= 
telligence, all which are necef{ary thereto. But | never yer (hurt my eyes to 
light, nor my earesto Truth, I have not been indilligent in obſerving and 
comparing the aCtions and proceedings of men, I have defired as a man to 
know,as another man to know news,as a Chriſtian man toknow and con- 
fider the preſent and probable Rtate of the Church of God, and the account 
I havegiven my ſelfe isthis. 

I looke upon a grand defigneof the Jeſuites and their faction as the great 
wheele moying toand in this bufinefſe, Hee that knowes any thing of the 
Chriſtian world muſt know ſomething of the Antichriſtian,g in that of the 
mafters of the faRion the Jeſuites, which are a Compendinn of the Romiſh 
Religion, in which and in whom, beſides Idolatry and ſuperſtition,are met 
pride, ſubtilty, and cruelty, Fr hath been not unjuſtly ſuſpeRed that there 
hach been a d- figne of theſe maſters of Religion,or rather rebellion,to which 
they have been movcd by the weights of intollerable pride and miſguided 
zeale, to reduce as much of theworld as they can comprehend in their vaſt 
thoughts tothe Monarchy of Spaine and the Supremacie of Kome. And ta 
this purpoſe they have bin indefacigablein cheir endevours inall Countries 
andofall kindes. It concernes not this preſent bufineſle much for me to 
obſerve what they have atrempred , and bow farrethey have prevailed in 
other Countries ; Though ic deſerves our notice to confider how farre they 
have proceeded in Germany ; what ſeeds they have ſowne in Fraxce andin 
Hollaxd it ſelfe, notwithRanding its profeſſed deteſtation of them and yigi- 
lancicagainſt them ; even ſuch as we may juſtly ſuſpect _ grow up the 
next Spring and fer all Ehriſtendome in 2 confuſion, and make the world a 
fic ſhop for theſe ſonnes of perdicion to worke in. 

But let us a little more fully view their proceedings toward us, where at 
firſt we diſcerne an earneſt and not groundlefle defire of reducing us among 
the firſt, as knowing Exglard would be a rich Dizmond in a Crowne or 
Mitre,and as advantagioustotheir honour,power and riches, as a8 others 
The f:verall attempts in thetime of our glorious Q, Elizabeth are ſufficient 
atteſtations of this defigne and deſire ; They fawit unpofſibleto worke 
upon herin regard ofherayerſeneſleto their nation andreligion,they began 
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co wot k againſt her both , her perſon and her Kingdome; He that knowes 
any thing, knowes andacknowledges the many. deliverances God vouck:- 
fated her.and this Kingdome in her,froma continued ſucceſſion of treafor:s 
and Afaſſinations; Their ſeveral] machinations againſt her kingdome,cfpc= 
cially that grand onecf 88. are equally knowne,and when they ſaw it un- 
likely to prevaile herethey endevour to weaken and ver her withrebellicns 
in [re/ad; an old Play newaRed. After this Sun was ſer, they hoped for a 
ſucceſſion of thicke darknefle by interrupting the lawfull ſucceſſion of one 
whom they could not ſo well be aſſured of, chough ſome lay they attemp- 
red him,and prevail d farre enovgh: Thatcould not be done,they are putto 
an after-game,which they play firſt deſperately,inthe Powder-treaſon,then 
ſubtilly, as may hereafter appeare. They began to be weary of violent at- 
tempts, and diſcerned anature in His Majelty which they could make a 
ood adyantage of, peaceable and fearefull, willing quietly to enjoy that 
addition of power and revenue he had actained, They let himbe quier, pro 
vided that he would quietly fee and ſuffer the Protettant Churches of Ger- 
many tobe ſpoiled and waſted, which 1 am forry tofay he did, through the 
diſadyantageot his nature and Counſels, though he was a man in point of 
judgementright againit Popery. Bur they could eafily allow him that, ler 
him diſpute and play at Ticktack with Be//armine at his leiſure, provided 
they could deltroy the Palatinate, ai d get more anoth:r way, Ir was 
doubtleſle ſuggeſted to him an attemtro be abſolute, that by catching ar 
more, he might indanger all;irs like he might wel enough digeli thethoughr 
bur not the meanes ſo full of danger and hazard:therefore left that work for 
others of more forwardnefle, and lefle fore-fight. The plot and circum- 
Rances of the Spariſh Match , ſome of whichare printed, ſhew how farre 
they tiad prevailed, and what hopes they had, To come to his now Ma. 
jeſtics raijgne, of which I ſhall ſpeakeas tenderly and astruly as I can. The 
ſame deſigne hath ſtill beene doubtlefle driven ; Its true, in a Match wee 
chang'd Spaine for France, C elum non animrem, 28 it falls out. The two great 
works they have endevoured have beene upen our Religion and our Liber- 
ries, to blind our eyes by ſaperſtirion and ignorance, to bind our hands by 
oppreſſion and flayery,that they mightlead usor carry us any whither. T he 
fir{t they looked at as the end,the ſecond as the meanes : In all places a tem- 
porall tyranny 15.2 great ſtepto Ecclefiafticall;and eſpecially jn our King- 
dome,whereour Religion isfenced in with poſitive Law, they muti breake 
this hedge before they can ſpoile the Vineyard 3 but hee that breakes this 
hedgea Serpent ſhall bitehim.. And truly they had made a miſchievous 
progreſſe, they had gotten in{iruments for theirturne in Church and State: 
three or foure eſpecially,who indeed moycd all ; One in Church of a right 
Antjchriſtian ſpirit, inſufferably inlolent, more cruc!lthen ſubril},through 
tne. 


the violence of his pafſion, a man delighting in the blood of ſouls; In the 
Sraterwo or three,oneof trong parts, and a [pirit fir for a great Turk ; an- 
other or two miſchievouſly ſubrill,and of a thorough Spaniſh dye. They 
ad obſcrved all the rules that the Jeſuite gives for reducing a Proteſtant 
State, as in a Sermon preachrd this late 5 of November is more exactly 
ceclared, They hid procured the diſcontinuance of Parliaments and made 
thernſelves and their inſtruments uncapable of account, but to one whom 
they had fo farre ſeduced as to like it well enough. They had brovghtus a 
great Way ina till march, and had dravwen us further,had not the Condve 
ctours miftook their way,and led us too farre Northward, which hath fer 
them ſome years backward, if not ſpoyl'd the plot. Herethey kindled a 
fire which they knew not how to quench, and ſothey reſolved to encreaſe 
it,cthough they burnt their fingers. When they ſaw it impoſſible roavoid a 
Patliament,they thought to deludeir ; this was the attempr upon the firſt 
Parliament, when that con!d not be done, they diſſolved it. and went about 
to deludethe p:ople with a promiſe to right grievances out of Parliament 
as muchasin it; which how well kept let any man call up his two yeares 
memory;that promiſe was not a promiſe,but a prophefie of more ſuch pro. 
miſcs; which prophecy hath been fulfilled though the promiſes have nots 
It would not yet doe, Mens eyes were opened, the firing of their tongues: 
looſed, another Parliament mult be cal'd,even that which becauſe it cannot 
be recal'd,mui(t bemiſ-cal'd, b:caufeit would not(art leaſt for a time)be de- 
Inded,it muſt be deſtroyed ; andrhus am I led to the preſent condition : 
Whart need we look for any other ground of the ſeverall attempts againſt 
this Parliament,then thar diſpoſition & thoſe Counſels which diſcontinued 
them,which are ſtill as (frong,and more deſperate then ever, becauſe of the 
new quarrels that arefallenin; Iknow there have been many parcicular: 
occaſions,at leaſt raken,of breaches, and diſcontents, but yer the quarrel! is 
not againit this, but ali Parliaments,unleſſe they cculd get one new moul- 
ded that ſhould be a Conciliabalum rather then a Concilium. 

But] muſt be cal'd ro account for this Diſcoule : it may be thought im- 
poſsible, that we ſhould be ſo b: ſortedas to drive a Spaniſh deſigne, and to 
fight for them inEng/aud, who fight againſt us in /reland; Its true it were a 
wonder weſhould doethis,ifit were a wonder,we ſhou!d do any thing :0- 
undoe our ſelves; It hath deen our diſpoſition a good while,cicherto do no - 
thing,or any thing.,excepting alwayes ſome pertons who are vigilant and 
earneſt to diſſappoint theſe miſcheifes, we have made ſeveralle>peditions 
to ſervethem;Oneto Cles ro ſhew them where they were weakelt, and 
givethem notice,that no body e'ſe ſhoold rakeit; Another to Ree to weak- 
en our ſelves; A third ro Rechel,cofeethe Town ſafely delivered up: Afonrth 
and fifth to Srozlard,to makethem our yoke: fellows ; and why not now 2, 
hxth moredirectly againſt our ſclycs, AZ3 Bur 
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But its further objeRed, it catinot be beleeved this ſhould be either his 
Majeſties intention toinſlave his Kingdom, or the intention ofthcſe Lords 
and Genclemen that are with him to deſpoile themſelves of their Religion 
and Liberties. I returnethis : They may doe the worke they intend nor, 
and as wiſe as they take themſelves, may be over-aGted in their owndeſigns, 
I cannot, I date nor ſay,chat they doe agree in the ſerving this Jeſuiticall de- 
FGgne,they have many ends different fromchis & one another. Butthus firfi; 
I heartily doubt,it is thedefigne of many,ſome beyond ſea, ſome in England, 
who have it may bee a double voyce in the managing this bufinefle : The 
Papiſts had neyer bin fo full and forward in their contributions both of 
purſe and perſon, were not there tothem by themſelvs, and it may be by o- 
thers,propeunded great enjoyments.2 All chat joyn in this antiparliamen. 
tary war though they doeit not formally, yet by conſequent they ſerye this 
defiene of ſlavery &ſuperſtition by endeavouring the overthrow'of the Par. 
liament, either in it ſelfor priviledges, which mult preſerye both liberty and 
religion. They ſay they meane but the reducing jt, why that is to break it in 
its Bnnand they cannor ſtop there, becauſe they carry with themmen, 
that asthey hate to be ruled by a Parliament,ſo they loye not to beruled by 
any body, and when they are running down hill,cſpecially Deſcenſu A 
verni,who can flopthem,nor hethat ſet them on? So that in thepreyailing 
of the now raiſed force, the ruineofthis,and indeed all Parliaments may be 
eaſily diſcerned,unlefſe ſuch an one as may lawfully ruine us: in theruining 
Parliaments, who ſees not the ruine of Religion, Law, Liberty, and this 
Kingdom ;, nay which is more, the extremedanger, if not defirution of 
the Proteftant Religion through Chriſtendome. 

If men have other intentions in this their expedition,asthey do not juſti- 
fiecthem though they were better then they are, ſo neither doe they availe 
us, they fight nor to ſerve Spain or Rome but themſelyes. But in meanetime 
they are ſerved, and themſelves it may be,diſappointed. The maſters of this 
miſchief have a way to improve other mens principles and practiſes to their 
owne ends,they ſee a Parliament is not for their rurn,they muſt have a war, 
its a hard matterto find ſo many men of one mind, as to agree to make an 
Army forthe ſame quarrell with the ſameend, therfore fay they, let us ob- 
ſerye theirprinciples, and make them beleeve chey dotheir own work. 

Is there a man that hath much to loſe,& is through guile afraid of ir, let him 
be poſleſt there is no way to keep it but by Rrong hand zis he revengefull, ler 
him often hear of injuries reall or pretended;zis he proud, let him be promiſed 
an unlimited abſolnte government,let him berold how unworthyitis,a great 
manto have ſo many joind with him in the point next ſupremacy,nay ſupre=» 
macy it ſelf, The legiſlative power. Is there any that have endevourd the be- 
traying their Country,the building their ambicious projeRs upon the ruines 
of 


of our ſafety and liberty, Ictthem be rofſeſſed there is no mercy in a Parlia. 
ment , their eſtates if not perſons muſt fatisfie for their faults ? Arethere 
a people as there ate too many whoſe luſt is their life , that fearce the pow- 
er of Religion and tri diſcipline, they mult bee poſſeſſed that there is an 
endeyour of introducing a rigid Presbytery, an fabſurd independencie ? 
Are there ſome who know not their own rights nor the ſtate of our govern. 
ment, letrhem bepoſſeſt with che Majeſty , nay with the Deitic of a King, 
what a borrid thing it is to oppoſe an nnlawfull command though to ſave a 
Kingdome. Are there an ignorant oye that wil be deluded with promiſes 
and pretences, letthe hopes of pillage be propounded to them? Is thereany 
ching men love, that the Parliament willtake away, is there any thing they 
feare,that they will do. Thus doe the contrivers of this miſchiefe make uſe of 
every mans weakneflc or prejudice ,and cither propound to them or letthem 
r to themſelyes,cnds according to their ſeverallcempers, and; lead 
them on withhope of their ownends, to further theirs. In ſumme,the mat- 
ter ſeems to be this, Popery muſt grow up amongſt us,till it have overgrown 
us; to accowpliſh that, the fence of our vineyard,our laws & libertics muſt 
be pluckt up,and that can hardly bee done fo long as a Parliament continue, 
or at leaſt continue in their power and priviledge;to this purpoſe let them be 
defamed, diſmembred, let an Army be drawn up to overaw them,if that be 
preventcd,let another be raiſed, under pretence of a guard, to deſtroy them ; 
That this may be,let the Prince fight for his prerogative,for the maintenance 
or improvement of his falſly ſuppoſed violated power. Lerthe Lords and 
Gentlemen fight for their lufts, the Divines & Lawyers (if yetthey deſerve 
ſuch names ) for the keeping and gerting preferments, the Delinquents for 
their eſtates,their offices and ſhares in an arbitrary power,the /elchmen: for 
the word King and a Common-Prayer-Book,the poor for pillage;the igno- 
ram they know not why:in the accompliſhing theſe ends they ſhall accom. 
pliſh a work they think nor of,che difiruRion of our goverment,an end they 
know nor of. the growth of Popery, the wrong and ruine of the Proteſtaar 
Religion here and in our neighbour Nations ; thework-is done,we areun. 
done, there wants nothing bur the' P/aydite of the Popiſh Jeſuited faRtion, 
and the late repentance of the unadviſed furtherers of this miſchiefe. 

Now it were a queſtion worth difputing 2nd reſolving what werethe 
beſt way tojprevent all this miſery and miſchiefe that is growing pen us, 
I know ike men have it in hand, the Lord who is great in counſel], and 
mighty in working dire& and protect them, & makethem faithfull rothem 
from whem they have found faithfulneffe. Bur thisage wherein every man 
will be ſaying ſomething, 1I'will adyenture for a ſhare. It mayberhe laſt fer- 

vice, (if the a ſervice) that I can doe, I will peak as if it werethe laſt, . 
Firſt there js no man,or atleaſt no Chriſtian that doubesbuta ſafeand by 
DOUIAaDe. 
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norable Accommodation betwixt his Majeſty and his Parliament, were to 
be preferd nor only tothe danger ct a war butthe certainty of a victory;for 
inthe one we ſhculd getan intcrelt in bis heart, by the other only in his pere 
ſon. & the effuſion of 1nnocent blood would be prevented. Burt the great dif- 
Aiculty is, whether theſe juſt and honorable terms are likelier to beprocured 
by fair means or by foule, by creating or fighting. To thereſolving of this ic 
muſt firſt be confidered what is a ſafe, &what an honorable accomodation, 

And here it muli be ſuppeſcd chat no. government that is ſetled by men,or 
in men can be abſolutely cur of the reach of danger and deſtrution,The go- 
vernments of men are as men are, ſubject to corruption Asthe Poct of per- 
ſens and vices V rtiis nemo fine-«. opting ille-» - Qus minimis urgetur. So 1 of 
governm:nts nonewithout its wants and in conventences,thatthe beft which 
hath leaft ; we mult never look either by peace or war ſotoſettle our ſelves, 
as not to beunſ::!:d, Yet it concernes us toward a ſife Accommodation to 
labour ſo to order things as not co lyc open to manifeſt, or juſtly ſuſpeRed 
miſery or miſchicſr, 

Let it therefore be conſidered whether we can befſafe, unleſle the power 
of the Militia be placed in men of knowne trult and faithfulneſſe to the 
Kingdome. Someare of opinion, it had better never been medled with ; 
that it hath occahoned this crouble, I much doubr it, this bufineſſe was re- 
foly'd ſhculd be; on that ground or ſome other. That Accommodation 
can onely beſate to this Kingdome, which ſhall place the power of it in the 
hands of them that may be groundedly preſum'd willuſe it for the preſer- 
vation of it ſclte, and conſequently nor leave or placeit inthe hands of them 
who have,or are likely ro abuſe it,tothedeſtruction of the Kingdome. Some 
fay let every man ſtand upon his owne guard,leave it undetermin'd :it was 
alwayes unfit and unſafe, now molt of all, both in regardof our ſelves and 
forraign nations? We have received :he firſt fruits of /reland,ſomthing from 
other Nations as a pledge of more in conyenient time. We have a deſperate 
Delinquent Popiſh party atnong our felves that calls for the ſettlement of 
the power of the Kingdome, fo as to be uſed for its owne ſafety, Reports 
.concerning Dexmark_ have bin accounted ridiculous by them whothought 
they had contrived their buſinefle fo cunningly that it could not be known, 

Ir's true, that work of darknefle hath been ſo clandeſtinely caried as that 
a judiciall proof could not be produced to farisfie the world;bur beſides the 
ſcornd relation ofthe Skipper at Roterdam, who we yer ice may ſpeak as 
true as a Courtier,and the common fame which runnes abroad, I belceve 
there wants not ſome who know the carneſt endeyour of calling in forces 
from thence, the way and initruments of proſecuting that unworthy mo- 
tion, what hath been acted in Holland, may be a ſufficient argument of what 
.hath been attempted other where,allthe world knowes how and by whom

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chit worke h:th-been carried on ;*and ler all the world jrdge whether the 
power of the Kiogdome cughr co be put or keft in choſe hands, who have en- 
devoured to raife poweragainſt iz or to be left underermind, v:henthere are 
41d have been ſuch determinations againſt us from abroad, a'd ſich birrer 
quatrelsar home among our ſelyes, who need after theſe deſperate inftigari- 
ons no crueller enetmiesthen one anocher, Ic*s rras, chough it be {aid that it 

much matrersnot who hath the command of our trained Bands, who have 

hitherto ſerved forlicrle uſe but ro arme the Kings forces agiinkt rhe ſeveral 

Countries and the Parliament, but whac h 1n.ls the principall forrs,armes and 

Ammunition are, and eſpecially che Navy, is ofas much confequeiice as the 

fafcty of the Kingdome, 

2 Letir be conſidered, whether wecan be (afe till the neck of this mentioned 
deftgne be brokenof, whereby the ſervantsof tyranny and (upertiicion inde- 
vour to bring us under; It is>zleeved that h+y are a reftleſſe generation chat 
are al wayeseither conceiving milchiefe or bringing forth injquitie, Our iote- 
reſts muſt be untwined fromthe intereſts of Spare and Rome, for to long 
3s my Lo, Cottingrons houſe ſtands ſoncere che Spaniſh Embaſſadors, and 
Briſtow is ſo convenient a hatbour for Sparxe, we muſt looke forlitle lafery 
but lefſe Religion. 

Now that this fire may be quenched, and not onely raked np, itwill be 
neceſſary that the fuell and fuellers be removed, that the iaftrumencs and muc- 
ter of compaſſhrg this defigne be abandond, arts 

The inſtruments are conceived ſome particular men, who befides other 
charaQers plaiweenough upon them, may be knowne by their advancing an 
arbicrary Government in che Kingzand the mancipation of themſelves, ro the 

romiſcuous ſervice ofth:Queen, who is profefled!y zealous in this point and 
followesthe plot by inheritance, Theneck of this deſigne will ſcarce be bro 
ken, till the necks ot ſome of the principall authors and aRors be, and therett 
difabled. And to thatpurpoſe, the Papiſts who are the drycd tue)l of chis 
fremuſt be brought into another condition : the damnable compoſitions 
throughly damned , the lawes againſt them made up iro ore good! 
law, which in ſome caſes may deſtroy them, inevery thing diſable them. 
This poynt of delinquents, though made' a very tender poynt in regard of 
particular intereſts and'relations which make haſt to delirov the publike, 
is of exceeding conſequenceto our ſafety, Our neighbours though they may 
poſhbly not doe us the expected good, reach us rhis(but that we ate retolved 
to learne nothing) by their complement in the bufinefle which hach made 
them, Ifeare,unableto help us, and in usthemſelyes, #nd makes chem turne 
the chought ot thejrneighbours welfare into a more dire& olicitudefor their 
owne, in regard of her now dangerous'and it's like ſhortly deſperate party 
left amongſt them, andlefr ableto hurtthem. They flatter themſelves — 
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their hardy poverty that it will not be worth the while to attempt thers, 
that is ſure but a poore refuge , wrath is outragious, and _ is cruell, 
but who can ſtand before envic and revenge ? Let them be aſlured, that if 
we be oyerborne with this feared miſchiefe,and that party whom they know 
to have been the inftrmnentsof their trouble as well as ours preyaile, they 
will find the malignity of ourNationto haye a firange influence into theirs 
tothe doubling of their enemies among chemſelyesand from us, to whom 
eſpecially ſome among usthey owea great deale toward theirpreſent ſafety, 
they mult expeR fewer friends then formerly, unleſle they ſhew themſelyes 
more friendly, and ſowe ſball haye a thirdunion of the two kingdomes , an 
union inbondage : But pardon this digreſſion, though I be out of the King= 
dome, Iam not much out of the way. 

3- How can we be ſafe, unlefſe our Lawes be ſo by which we are preſer- 
ved, and how can that poſſibly be, unlefle there be ſome new power eſta- 
bliſhed,or theold power(if it be found only to have been deficientin reſpe& 
of the perſons truſted) in new hands, how ſhall we be the better for our 
Lawes, were our Lawes better then they are, unleſſe ſome exa& courſe be 
taken togiveusthe benefit of them, and though it ſeemes an unreaſonable 
thing to nominate officers inthe behalfe of him who hath commanded and 
councenanced rhe viola.ion of Law, that doubtlefſe muſt be the leaſt ; and 
no man, no reaſonable man but ſees the caſe extraordinary : The God of 
Heayen dire to a better remedie then for ought I heare is intended, 

In thenext place let ir be conſidered, what is required to an honourable 
Accommodation. 

Anhonourable Accommoedation muſt beſo in regard of God and of our 
ſelves. Andhere Icrave mercy from our oyer-forward Accommodators ; 
(I meane them from whomit is invaine to craye juſtice and truth,) that I 
mention God, who ſure isnot in all their thoughts,they fear God in a wrong 
ſeoſe, they feare leſt he ſhould rule among us; whom yer if we give occaſion 
to depart from us, which we ſhall do by unworthy termes, our defence is de- 
partedfromuz; whomif wenow forſake he may juitly caft us off for ever. 


An honourable Accommodation inreſpeR of Godis a ſafe one in regard of 


our felves, bis honour is bound up with our happineſſe; were it polible 
to ſettle peace without truth, we ſhould yet be but what the French ſay of a 
beautifull harlot, A Paradiſe to the eye, but a Purgatory ro the ſoule. 

Now in regard of God that Accommodation can be only honourable that 
may eſtabliſh his true Religion in puritie and plenty ; Such an one as may 
extirpate Popery 8 ſuperſtition, lay the grounds ofa pious painfull Miniſtry, 
andto that end caſt ont thoſe ſcandalous ſeditious perſons, who haye now 
ſhewed themſclyesas ill affeRed to the Race as. formerly tothe Church, and 


Frhis advantage againlt them of irring up the prople ro warce againſt the 


Parliamen: 
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Parliament be negleRed, I know no way ofcjcRing ther. Such an one as 
may purge our doQtrine, free it from ſuch expreſſions as Sentta Clara, and 
the Arminians take adyantage of, reforme our Diſcipline and make it more 
conducible tothe end of all Diſcipline, the preſervation of a' Church from 
corrnptionin DoArine and manners. Andlet it be weighed, whether that 
can be done without the ſupplanting choſe plants which our heavenly fa- 
ther neyer planted,the Biſhops, which have hitherto brought forth the truits 
of prophainefle, ignorance, ſuperſtition, and-from whom licle other can be 
expected: If you luggeft, Put better men inthe places, We anſwer, The pla. 
ces willmakethem worſe: for ſo conſtantexperiencetels, Tie perſons were 
eyer worle by the office,the office neyer better by the perſons. 

An Accommodation honourable in regard of God muſt be ſuch as may 
cleanſe the land from bloud, that innocent and precious bloud which cryesto 
be avenged by our Pailiament,or upon it. 

That Accommodation which ſhould be honourable in regard of our 
ſelves , muſt be ſuch as might put that part of the Kiogdome which have 
ood up inthe defence of it,into ſuch a condition asto be free from the inſuf- 
ferable inſolence and ſcorne, as they will alwayeslye under, from cheir un- 
ſuppreſſed enemies; bur that is the leaſt: Such an Accommodation ſhall 
we account honourable which may be fo in regard of the Parliament, ſuch 
as may retraQthe ſtrange indignitiesoffered that ſupreme Court, and vin- 
dicate their honour and power, and enable them to diſcharge that great 
debt which they have undertaken for, leſt publique faith be juſtly accounted 
-_ better then publique freud, which is the higheſt diſhonour for ſo high 
a Tout, 

' If it be here interpoſed, Where is your care for the Kings honour in the 
Accommodation? I anſwer, Ithink it more neceſſary to the welfare ofthis 
Kingdome, that the honour of this ſupreme Court be kept unſtain'd then of 
any particular perſon whatſoever, 1 could wiſh the members of ic would 
thinke ſo too, and ayoide thoſe retreats which wiſe men have already 
ws gag in their proceedings, and will in a ſhort time appeare co eyery 

ody, 

His Majeſtic hath fairer wayes cut of his reall miſtakes then the Parlia- 
ment out of their ſuppoſed, Heis(though a great yer)burone perſon, in whom 
anerrour is moretolerable; he is ſuppoſedtoaR accordivg to the mifinfor- 
mation of evill counſels abour him, let chem beare che blame and ſhame, If 
it be ſo ſtood upon,that his Majeflie feornes any ſuch eyaſion, andas he hath 
alrcady been perſwaded to doe, take ali upon himſelfe, why ſhould wee 
endanger our {elves by a ſolicitude for the reparations of that honour, which 
_— hom it moſt concernes,arenot at all, 

xthe Parliament ro doc what hath been required,and irmay he, is ex- 
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peRed; 1 had almoftfaid whatſome of themlelyes areabout to doe, were to 
make them ridiculous and vile i» theeyesof diſcerning people, 28 the relin- 
quiſhiog their orders, retrating their Declarations, deſerting their friends, 
For the King tq doe what they have dehred (thongh at another time ic 
would have been unreaſonably asked, and diſtonourably granted) is now 
both reaſonable and hononrable to a true judgement, if it bee honeur in a 
P1i-ce topromote by all poſſible meanes the happineſſe ard ſecurity of his 
people, icweie but rodoethat of which there might be Examplesgiven in 
other caſes, where Princes havenot thought it diſnonourable, becauſe the y 
have done it to give (ati-fation to people, to retraR caJumnies , to ſacrifice 
delioquents, or at leaſt receive them as a gratuity, though not worth the 
oiying or taKing, 

The next ard great Queſtion is, whether we are likely by a treaty to 
obtaine from t.is MajeRie a reall grant of ſuch propoſitions as may ſtand 
with the (afety of the Kingdome, the honour of God, of che Parliament 
and Nartior, 

And here the former particulars muſt be reſumed, Firſt, is it Ikelychar 
during this ur preterded danger we ſhould obtain a ſettlement of the power 
of th: Kingdome,princip liy of che Ships, Forts and Armes in the hands of 
them who are knowne trieods of publique fafery or Liberty, taking .it gran. 
ted that we could finde them. Here is a double doubt ro be made, firſt, whe. 
ther he witl; fc condly, whether hee, conſidered inhis preſent condition, can 
aoe whar may be for our {ecuritic ; His conſtant D-claration of h.niſelte 
icemes toexpreſſe thac he hath ceceiyed ewo Principlesagainſt it. . 

The one fvggefled by them who {ce no way of fecurity, or at.leaft of. 
thriving but 11 a way of violence, who endevcur to poſſefſe his MajeRiie, 
that he cannot be late inthe Armes of his Parliament and people, becaulc 
they cannot ; chattheie arc iaclinations to a defection io his people, and to. 
at) innovation of Government even iy the greateſt points of it in the Parlia- 
ment, or many conliderable pecſons ip ir,and rhence inferre, that there isno 
way for his Majeſtic to keepe his piiviledges, rox his perſon and Crowne 
bnt by force ofarmes, and therefore muſt have them placed in hands thar his 
confidence fo contrary to ours may be purin. How farre ſuch ſuggeſtions _ 
have preyail*'d with his Maj:ſtie appeares by his'late anſwer to the Parlia- 
ments vaine reprcition of a Peticion of returne,in which he ſaith,that ro come 
up and truſt them, were but tamely to lay downe his Crowne, which by 
force they ſaw they could not take from him. 1 do not know of any {uch 
inclinations in his people, bur Iam ſure (ich counſels and ſuch carriages are 
the way to beget them: He is further told, or needsno telling, that he parts 
with'the Flowers of his Crowne, which its not reaſonable, nay not lawtull 
for him to doe in regard of poſterizies Bur fee here how indifferent theſe 
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menareas he for one who wrote the late Anſwer to the Obſervations prin- 
ted by Command at Oxferd, lt js lawfull, nay necefſary forns to inveſt his 
Majeftie with what right God hath given vs, a right in our ſelves we may 
part with, yetmore of our liberty, and lawfully and pre firzbly make cur 


| flves ſlaves, bur it is rot lawfull for the King to part with an inch of Pre. 


rogative or abate jot of power, though forthat end for w hich al! his power 
was given him. his peoples good, and given him by us, He cannot doe it 
without wrong to hisiſſue : This v-jli but cive us occaſion to diſcufle how 
facre weare obliged by any a&s or gra:.ts of our anceſtours , giving away 
their ard our hiberty, ard determine for our advantage, Doubtleſſe his 
Majeſties thoughts remaining as they bave of late appeared to be, it cannot 
ke expected that (had we the heartsco a:ke it, which ſome ſay unwerthily 
begin to faile men, and make them faile their cruſt) hee ſhould intruſt the 
power of the Kigdome in thoſe hands, hom we can only truſt, that 18 fuch 


. asin this prefer bulicefle have (hewed ihemſclves Faithfull co the Kin gdom, 


The caſc of conflitutirg a power to {ce the Lawes duly executed, or 
atleaſt of placivg the preſent power in better hands is the like, Theſe coun- 
ſellours tell him there can be no new | » wer but whar is cutout of his, and 
the diſpoſing of the former power is hkew'le his, thar if it be not diſpoſed 
by bim,or cl{c under- hand by ſome body for him, it wil be an inſufferable 


diminution of his obſervance ard auchority, And no wonder though many 


endeyour thus to poſſeſſe him, becaule they looke to have this power placed 
in themſelves, couſe icas they have done : His Majeftie hath beenalwayes 
obſerved to be tao true to his owneends, and ro the perfons promoting 


them, though other men who would yer be more confided in, have found 


.@ way toemploy men and deſert ther; fo that a reaſonable man who weighs 


perſons and things mult conclude,that the King is not likely to yeeld hearts 
ly rothe ſect]i: g of that power, whereby he judges and rules, but into fuch 
hands that have given open teftimony, or doe give fectet 'intimations 2nd 
hopes cither by their p omiſes or their perfoosthat the power ſhall be uſed 
tothe advance of prerogative and keepivg the high way, You ſay ſome 
body muſt be trulted, I ſay truſt them char have notdeceivedtheir truſt ;you 
aske where they are ro be found ?I with I cevld av{werit; As Lather once 
call'd tor the 46** Pſaime, fo T for the rweltth, Helpe, Lord, for the godly 
an ceaſes, the faithful faile from the children of men, Pur if our eyes were 
cpened we might pretty well ſee whomnotro truſt, neither with Lawes or 
Armes; thatis,ſome all Cedar poſts, whoſe varniſh 1s row worne off, the 
worms ſeen, the rotcennefle diſcovered, Jetnor theſe be any longer accoun- 
ted or uſed as pillars of the Cominon. wealth : Truſt not men that are really 
needy ,unlefie you be fure they carr make y > berter bargaive; truſt not men 
that by coverouſneſſe make themlelyes neecy, they will make a _ 
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for themſelves and of you; truſt not men that are knowne vitious and fen- 
ſually corrupt, though forward aſſertors of Liberty, they are in danger to be 
given up by God,or to give themſclyes up to ations every way diſhonoura« 
ble, The ruth is, thangh it ſound like a Paradox, where few can be trufted 
more muſt: and ſceing we find men very ſubjeR ro be corrupted by hon6ur 


and authority, eſpecially in thi fe times where ſuch ſaares are laid and ſuch - 


baits propounded, letthe Law and Rule be mate as plain and certain as may 
be, the Officesof Rule and Judicature muft be made more temporary and 
arbitrary in reſpeR of the people then formerly; Though this will ſound 
harſhto men cyen accounted moderate, for 1 obſerve a generationthat are 
extremely ſet for Liberty only ,cthat themſeives may be liceatious, and. very 
hot againſt arbitrary Government, till themſelves have or hope to haye.s 
ſhare in it, as in the Eacle of Srraffords caſe, whoſe Reps you ſee men of loud 
repute now beginnirg totrace,not thinking of his end, ; 

lathe next place let be examined, whether it be like to obtain of his Ma- 
jeftic in this conjunQure , the ſuppreſſion of that party Popiſh and- other- 
wiſe Malignant, in whoſe impunity it is impoſſible for us to be fafe;Whether 
I be miſtaken ler wiſe men judge, but to m* the popiſh fa&jon, rhe promo - 
ters of an arbitrary goyernment by force, for ſuch is that I feare, and the true 
patrons and lovers of truth and juſt liberty are as two ſcales or buckets, if 
one be high the other muſt be low ; as it isagaioft piery,ſo is ic beyond the 
reach of policy, {ſo ro poyſethem eſpecially after ſuch ſtirring the humours 
on both ſides, as to keepe peace in this Kirgdome, One muſt downe, ic 
concernes us neerely to ſee which: Firſt, let us confider,wherther it is ikely by 
our tfeaty ſo to abate the number and power of Papiſts, as that they ſhall 
got remaine continuall thornes in our fides, Ic is juſtly feared they haye roo 
deepe an intereſt, and another kind of reward is expeRedbythem andiinten- 
ded to them for their forward and uſefull ſervice at home aud abroad;all that 
they have done in Ireland isnot like to prevaile ſo much to their diſcounte- 
nance as what they have done agaiat Scotland and England to their fayour, 
they have been former preached to be, and have now made good Squire 
Prieſts propheſic of the good Samaritane ; good ſubjeRs in the Kings ſenſe, 
though notinthe kingdoms, Shallthey be diſcouraged, ſhall chey be diſcar- 
ded,nolet the poynt of the ſword andtheix ſwords too be turned upon an- 
other ſorr of men who have rebellioutly armed themſelyes to fave a Parlia- 
ment from aſſaſſination and a kingdome from ruiae,Shall not rhe Queene be 
gratified with the more free uſe ot her religion,after that abundant fervicein 
Hoelland for the provifionof men and armesagainſt us. Ir requires doubtles 
a faith lictle ſhort of preſumption to beleeverhat ever by treaty the Popiſh 
party ſhall be weakened, faith may be kepr with chem though they Keepe 
none, 
So 
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So for delinquents of the ſame kiad, though another Religion, though we 
allow as much as can be allowed, that there be not a tri and punCtuall pro- 
fecution of all that haye ſhewed themſelyes enemiestothe Stat, Is it poſ- 
ſible to obtaine ſo much of his Majeſties favour or juſtice as to have the 
headzor necksof ſome of them who haye been moſt deſperate and active in 
che embroyling this Kingdome in this civill warre, and the proportionable 
cenſure ofthe reſt, It is doubted,nay it is deſpaired, whom we call enenues 
of the State, he calls friends and makes fayourites, and keepsthem ia his bo- 
ſome, who by the warmth of hisfayour are ſo h:ightned, that thoſe whoſe 
care and paines haye been indefatigable for the preſeryation of the King- 
dome from ruine both by ſea andland, are accounted the ſame to his Maje- 

tie as thoſe counſellors tous: where the Parliament thinks of puniſhmaecs or 
ſhould think, his Majeſtie thinks of rewards,and ſoon the conerary. 

If you ſay that all muſt be remitted, firſt the juſt and reaſonable expeRati- 
on and engagement of the Kingdome cannot be fo ſatisficd.Secondly, we fill 
keep within our boſorne the fuell of a greater fire, if poſſible, and more ready 
after theſe exaſperations to take fire upon all occaſions,& will be moſt ready 
ofall,when dried as they arelike to be,by the Parliaments impunity and che 
Kings favour. 

3. We lcaye our ſelves to the ſcorne and inſolencie of chem whoſe pride 
and blaſphemy is not like ro top till ic comes at, Where is now their God ? 
Which ifir ſceme good to the diſpoſing hand of Heayeo, let me rather dye 
then ſce or ſuffer, 

If any here think or ſay, There is a great dealc of reaſon his Majeſty ſhould 
grant what may be for the ſafety ofthe Kingdome, it is for his own ſafety : I 
anſwer my queſtion is concerning will,not concerning reaſon, We aie indeed - 
told by him that undertakes the anſwer to the Obſeryator, that we muſt ſup- 
poſe that Prince out of his wits,either not come to them or paſtthem,a mad 
man or a child chat will not do all for the fafery and proſperity of his people, 
in which he is ſafe and flouriſhes, We are told chis but find the contrary and 
haye found ir ſo often, that it ceaſes to be a wonder. lt is notimpoſlible for a 
man not outof his wits, neither though in that particular hehath not the. 
rightuſe of them to doe that which may tend to his own ruine for want of 
foreſfight,if you be not in this reſolyed * our reverend Prelates, 

Bur furcher,chough a Prince may be render of the lives of his ſubjes, be- 
cauſe he would have many to rule over; yet it is a queſtion or a negative con- 
clufion;Whe he rhe defices to preſeryecheir lives, ſo as they may be worth the 
injoying with the adyantage oftheir eſtates and liberties, Ir is true, in right 
reaſon this onght to be his deſire and endeyour, becauſe it is the honour of a 
Prince to be ruler of arich and free people ; but we many times finde that 
Princes repreſent their fubjeAs to themlclyes in the ſame relation as the land 
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cotheſea, what I can gaine out of it is mine S--ne ; Every abatement of a 
priviledgein them 15 an advancement of a-prerogative n me, the emprying 
their purſes fils my Coffers, and fo make the happineſle of the prople and 
cheir owne, which ſhould be wr p'd up together, to bee two diſtin, ray 
two contrary things, as it 1s in France, and hath appeatcd to be in England 
in the midſt ofthat 14. yeares ſpoil« made upon vs. judge now whether it b= 
nor poſſible upcntheſe termes for a Prince to be fo farre from ſecking the 
honour and ſafety of his people as to ſecke their ruine as the foundation of 
hisrifingzand make aſecond judgement, Whether we have not ſo repreſented 
co his Majeſtie; Sothat you {ce or may ſee therc is abſo'ute neceſſity, that a 
Prince ſhould alwayes ſecke thetrue ſatery.of his people with the advantages 
of wealth and liberty : Burhis gracious Maieftic will; we have no wayto 
jadge of mens wikard diſpoſitions, but their former ations and preſert pre= 
Paratiors : it 15 00 apparai t, te hath acleaſt permitted tnivgs to bee dot e 
very much to the prejudice of his people, bur we have promiſesfor what we 
wiſh, We wiſh there were ro re: {onto d Ade. Its one extreme urhappineſle 
thatthe wore ofa King cannot rid usof all fearcs; What would you have 
further; that wbich wee pray God for; a hearty cloſe : Bur what would 
you haye his Majeſtic doe further f r your iatisfaction?We would have bim 
cioe, Prevent the propofitions with ſomething thar might really 2dvancerhe 
ood of his people, and abcicate all thole perſons and Counicllours who 
}:ave fomented this deſiruEive jea!lovfie, and given the advice for this un- 
happy divifion, It muſt not bee wonorcd that people. will nor be ſatisfied 
with promiſes and preteſations, that havel.ved upor them while they are 
2|moſt Aarved,and they evidently {ce E/aw's rough hand going along with 
Tacob's {meo:h yoyce. 

And truly formy part, as it is doubted whether he will, ſo whether kee 
can, without a hardadventwe yceldto things ſo much for ovr adyantage,and 
for the diſadyar.tage of his great Gva;d, The deyill is now got ont of the 
Circle and playe: Reakes,the guard i-thriven to an A:my,two orthree, Its 
ſome doubt whether the power . hat raiſcd the devill can Jay him; lbave 
heard it reported, and 2m ready to believe it, when ]confider the difpoſiti- 
- 0n of many-wen about his Majeftie, that tome ſhould ſay, as they. had en- 

vaved themſelves, their friends ard fortures in the quarre!), as warre could 
not be made without them, peace {touldrot. And there is one Coublefie 
in whoſe breſt you may fitide that ir d gration of Juno, Mene incepts des 
here viftam, &c, Sothat inthe makic g of peace it is feared there muſt be 
Articles made by them and for them, in w hoſe peace we cay have no peace, 
judge ye now of thc likelyhood of a ſafe Accommodation, ſomething 
may be further added concemirg the probabilitie.of au honourable, 
Horcurable in reſpeRof Tod: Whathopes is there that Popery ſhould 


be 


bee rooted up? May we not ratker,in regardof the ſervice done by the Pa- 
pilts, expe an intolerable roleration, Bur we have many engagements for 
the Proteſtant Profeſſion, I muſt heere ſeriouſly profefle my doubr, thac 
thereis ſome equivocation in that word Proteſtant; that the ſenſe is taken as 
it hath been by ſome very large, You know how by the ſuperſtitious Pre- 
laces, the pillarsof the Kings proteſtant Religion, popery hath been reftraind, 
and proteſtancie muſt be according]y enlarged, The Archbiſhop of Caxtur- 
bury profeſſed himſelf a dire enemie to popery truly and properly fo call'd, 
which I beleeve heonly thoughe to bee the Popes Suprerracie, which hee 
could ſcarce ſpare him; for aliorher points or moſt, we know were prea- 
ched and printed with his Command or connivence, Now if the prote(}anc 
Religion be enlarged,according 2s che popiſh is ſtraitned, 2 promiſe to main« 
rainethe proteſtant Religion is more then a man can wiſh, 

Whar hopes that ſuperſtition ſhould be aboliſhed, his Majeflic cxprefled 
himſelf at Cambridge an approvet ofall the ſuperſtitious dreſſes and geflures 
there uſed, 

Ofthe purging our DoArire or reforming our Diſcipline whac hopes? 
We ſhall havea Synod, but who dares cometo it upon the Accommodaci- 
on? or whodares ſpeake fieely in it, after the Parliament by this Accom- 
modation, ſhall ſubmit to the King 3 wonder not that Icount an Accommo- 
"dation a ſubmiſſion; I beleeve the King ( and juſtly) accounts the offer ofic 
a victory. How miſerably will you fiod the indifferent Clergie warping co 
the prevailing party, the zealous abſeut, and chatjuſily, for 1 haye a greac 
deale of reaſon to be confident, that {Carce any confiderable man, who hath 
been engagedin this quarre]l on the Parliament part, I make bold ro call ic 
{o,for 1 hope they will yerowne it, it ke recaine his integritie, dares abide rhe 
iſſue ofa preſent Accommodation. 

For the maine thing tendirg to the honour of God and the Salyation of 
men, the eftabliſbing ofa faichfull painfull Miniftry, how impoflible is it by 
Accommodation, Way muſt be made for thatyreat worke by diſplacing 
thoſc idle, ſcandalous, ſuperſitious, ignorant perſons, who are funds noſtrs 


calamitas, But how this can be done by compoſition, I appreheud not,it this: * 


advantage againti them of ſtirring up the people to {poile 8nd rapine were 
taken, it were a good likely meanes of rootivg out them who bed ſhuffled 
their cards ſo cungirgly asto be out of che reach of Law in other reſpects, 
but if theie men fo unfit either for Church or Common- wealth be deman- 
ded, belecye this black guard muſt not be parted with ; they may contend 
with the higheſt delinqueots, nay Papiſts rhemſclves for point of Seryice in 
this cauſe 3; they have beenthe frogs commingout of the mouth of the beaſt, 
and the falſe-prophet, .{tirriog up the people to bartell, telling them that 
though they damne themſelyes, God will _ them, they ſhall either live 
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Saints or dye Martyrs: Theſe men muſt bee ſpared in regard of the ſervice 
they have done, cannot be ſpared inregard of the ſervice they may again doe 
upon the like occaſion : forlet any man obſerve and he ſhall finde,that thoſe 
places which have been the-densof ſuperſtition, the dungeons of ignorance, 
the finkes of prophanneſle in regard of ſcandalous Miniſters, have contributed 
the forwardeſt aihſtance inthis cauſe againtt the Parliament, Though I will 
nor deny but fome learned and ingenuous men ( whoſe principles haye yer 
beene below the power of godlineſſe) have upon generallmiftakes and the 
ſwaying of particular ends engaged themſelves in this bufineſſe, though nor, 
ſo deep asnthere, 

And no doubt but the Prelates themſelyes wi'l be againe accommodated 
by this Accommodation,notwithſtanding the vores (to them now ridiculous 
aud call'd Jotes) paſſed againſt them,for they {ay a Parliament ordiance can 
recoile as well-as a Convocation Cano, No doubr, I fay, but they may re. 
gaine their power inthe Church,thoughir's ike the Lords houſe may never 
have need of ther. 

And laſily how canthe Land by this Accommodation be cleanſed from 
bloud,that c yg fine, wh'ch hath been contraQted by this quarrell, if the 
Parliament have wgaged men to (Hed innocent bloud, 1 ſee no reaſon but thae 
they ſubmit, and anexpiation bemade; ifon the contrary the Antiparlia- 
mentary fan beare the guilt, why notthe puniſhment? As [ apprehend 
it, the chiefe end of this takingup” Armes on their party was to bring De- 
lrquents to puniſhment; if now they give up on theſe rermes, they have 
made many D-lnquenrs,pumſhednove, but rather given them a faire encou- 
ragement to the like offences by ſhewingthem the worſt they can looke for 
from the juſtice of a Parliamzent, And truly this to me is a ſad conſideration 
which makes me beleeve God will not proſper an Accommodation without 
che execution of juſtice upon theſe bloud-chirſty mer, I read'in the tory of

The deligne muſt on, the authours are 
imparienc ofthis retrograde they have ſuffred theſe three yeeres,they cannot 
make uſe of ſo much further patience as to-worke by wiles and' windiogs, in

i nhting my thoughts are theſe, firſt that upon theſe confilerations 
it ſcemes ro me improbablerhac fate and honorable termes ifrhey be offered, 
hould be granced and kept. 

Secondly,though men be weary of the preſent, and defire to tumble into 
their former conditions; It ſeemesnot agreeable to the order of divine diſpen- 
fation,thar all this ftirre ſh uid bemade, this bloud ſhed, to produce a cold 
Accommodation : Doubtleſſe the period of chis bufineſſe will b: ſome great 
alreratioo,liberty or tyranny, Popery or true piety. 

Though men, great men and a great many ſometimes raiſe a grear deale of 
duſt, and make a mighty buſſſe and bring forth nothing but wind : Yer God 
who doch nothing in yaiue isnot wont to lay ſuch foundations, ar'd cemper 
morter with bloud, to have the reft of the bui!ding daubed up with untem- 

ored morter, There are many, though not propheſies ; yet ſad precitions 

which godly and wiſe men have found by prayer ard obſcryation, to be ful- 
fild upon us before we can looke for happinefſes though in Gods dne time, 
and we hope ina ſhort time he way bring light our of darkne ſe, avd perieR 
peace our of thistrouble, All che fuffering almoſt hith fallen upon the houſe 
of God, judgement commonly beginsrhere, but me thinks it ſhould nor erd 
there : lf the greenetreebe cut ro bleeding, ſure the dry ſha! be cutro buin- 
ing.We have been fo long dandled 1n peace aud ſenſual pleaſures that we can 
endure to think of nothing elſe, but icis to be doubted we mutt account for 
what we have enjoyed, for what we have abuſed, before we be truficd with 
more, Theſe I ſay are my feares, though my hopes and prayers be, that the

Ler certaine rules and knowne grounds 
ſuch as thefe,(Fo/ow peace with all men & holineſſe therfore love the truth & 
peace, If ut be poſſivle( non that is onely poſſivie which is lawfull; How can / 
doe this and ſinne? ) lwve peaceably with all m:n) be the guides of mine and 
thersaCtions,norwithtanding fuch though nor groundlefle,ſurmiſes. The 
world ſcemes to be bigce with ſome great birth,the Lord haftenir in irs time, 
alterations {ceme co abide all Chrifteadome, I pray God make ours for the 
better, I leave icnowto the world, or at 12alt to the litle world of pry. 
dent men, to judge what likelihood ihere is of a fafe and honorable Ac- 
commodation ; ſuch a one as may be buile uponthe foundation of cruth x 
Peace without tcuth is no true peace, If the witedome which lyes againſt the 
truth isearchly, ſe;.f43!l, anddivelliſh, whatſoever is done by or for us, God 
grant ir may be done by that wiſdome which is from aboye,that is firſt pure, 
then peaceable,wirhour partiality, without hypocrifie, And then the fruit of 
ridhceouſheſſe will be ſowne in peace ro them chat make peace, 
But ſuppoſe (if it be lawfull co bz ſuppoſed) that the Parliament, through 
the abſence of many reſolved men, now imployed in particular ſervices tor 
their owne Countries, out of an incolerable weatinefle of this preſent condi. 
tion,and feare ofche eyeut, agree co the making up of an unſate unfſatisfying

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their ownedreames; bur there will be >th:rs,as wiſe aschey of another mind, 
who know that the Puritans though they be thought a little faRtious ard 
troubleſome ixthe Church, yet chey are 9004 Comman- wealchs meg, reſo- 
lute aſſertersof publique libercy, chat will pay roundly, and fight too, ifreed 
be,and cannot well be ſpared. And rruly as chere is a great deale of unſafety 
io it in reaſon, ſo doubtleſſe it would give God an advantage againſt the Na 
tion and make him preceed with-ut any ſuch demurre, as, How ſhall I give 
thee »p,O Ephraim? C3 England, 

'  Burone thing further : Alchough an Accommodation may be probable, 
yet 1 meet wich many who hold a ftrong conveniencie, if not an abſvlute ne- 
ceſſitie of ſending propoſitions , in whoſe denial! may be adyantage. Bur 
itis in yaine for me to diſpute that which the Parliament have derermin'd; I 
onely wiſh the ſendingotthem may doe as much good, as the delay in fra» 
ming of them hath-done harme, Ic is expeRed the not granting of them, 
ſhould bring off ſome ofthe Kings party; 1 am ſure the maki g them at this 
time hath loſt ſome of the Parliaments, ic harh divided the Cuy, the Par- 
liamenr, the Kingdome, almoſt ſtarved the Army, and brought things co 
confulion, For when people conceive the Parliament recide from their prin= 

« ciples and votes, whereby they hive formerly declared themſelves in an in- 
capacity of treating and oive litle leflethen an implicice conſent to an accu- 
{ation of treaſon againſt cheir ioftrumerts,they begin ro withdraw their hearts 
and hands,not knowing how low they meane to goe themſelves,or bring 
their friends, It were therefore to be wiſh?d, chat preparations for warre 
and peace weie carried 0: with an equallhand, that the enemies of the Par- 
liament had not ſo much encouragement, nor their friends ſo much diſconr- 
ragement; For let us be aſſucedgif che Parliumentgivechem, whom they called 
malignants,equell intezeſt in them with their friends, friends will be harder to 
findethenevet they wc re, and furtheſt off when there is maſt need of them, 
And whar a lamentable thing a Parliament is without the people, in all juſt 
caſes to lick ro them, if you know not, remember che fourth of Ign»ary,the 
oreat Army by land and Navy by Sea, the pikes and proteftarions , rhac 
have been mentioned wirh a jeering indignation. But I here ſeriouſly aske 
pardon for making that my worke, which is the work of wiſer meo. Tam 
lead ro a diſcourſe I hope beyond exception, which will be a juſt inference 
from thar which hath been ſaid concerning Accommodation, 

We all know that force and arm; muſt now do thit which faith and truth 
before this Iron Age were wontrto doe, and whether we treat or nor, it is of 
abſolute neceſſitiethar there be an army till the King fee fic to diſcharge his 
guard; Ifthis army be diffoly*d he is a wiſe man that knowes where to have 

+ another; If we have none,we (hal never need to think of making propoſitions 
they ſhall bee made toour hands, or to a and necks. It is left _ 
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fore to indifferent men to judge, wherher it be not firthat this perſent Army 
raiſed by the Parliamer and maintained by the City and Ki:gdome, may nor 
in juſticeexpeR countenance and maintenance from them, by whom, and 
for whom, they have been employed ard engazed, For the firſt which is 
countenance they ſtand not ſo much upon,only as it is 3 part of their repy- 
tation, but the latter is the maine, 

I findeeven among the Parliament men, many who have conceiv' end 
expreſſed, I thinke unjuſt I am ſure unpolitike jealoufies of the army,which 
have {o farre wrought upon many confiderable men in ir, that in cafe the ke 
neceſſity againe rerurne, | very much feare, wherher they would not rather 
fly to fave their owne livesthen (tandro fight forthem who fo requite them, 
Ic is a range and onhsppy turne, that where the ſafety not Ing fince was, 
(and to a right judgement now is) there che dancer ſhould be. Cannot we 
bee content to be jealous of our enemies ? Bur it is not to be wogdred ar, 
when the people who have been their immediate ſafety find the Ike meaſu e 
from ſome of them, who begia 10-» ro ſuſpeR, thir they have been > for. 
ward for their ſupp'yes and deferce,only, that they might make uſe ofthem 
co doe ſome firange thing, and be midwiyesto ſome Chimera which yetno 
body knowes what to make of, I gu: fle at ſuch choughts by fomeexpreſſj. 
ons | have heard from them, whoſiy they doub: the people aim» ar fome 

infandums, ſome:hing to big for their mauthesthough nor for their 
hearts, which they are ſo horribly affcaid of being ſerviceable to, that they 
many times doubt whether themiclves ſhould doe their owne ducy, becauſe 
they ſuſpeR other men forgertheirs. Nor confideriagrhat this is the way to 
beget a counter- jeal'ouſie which my undoeall,bur the Parliameat fir?, 

There are ſome men, it may be, that will not ſpeake what they would 
have,it isas'ikely that they w'll never atrewpt it, mens wiſhes may be mo- 
deſt enough, all things confidered,and yer not ea fly exprefled, The Parlia- 
ment finde itan extreme hard ching to ſay what themſclves would have, 
they areas men walking amorg Q ngmires, know not where to faſten 2 
foor, No wonder though the poore people whoſe thoughts are all ſwallow. 
ed up in dangerand diſtraRtion cannot fay what they would have for their 
owne ſafcty., 

But for the matter of the Army, this Treaty isnot like to be of ſo ſpeedy 
diſpatch, if ſafely carried, but ic will admir, nay urge 2 confideration of 
maintainingthe Army, and finding our a ſcrrled way of maintenance, The 
Kingdome hath bicherto ſupplyed rhe Army as the King ſupplyed himſclfe 
before the Parliament by 2 and bargaines, and a contribution liable 
ro two great miſchiefes,trouble and uncertaiaty, it were good ſome conſtant 
courſe were undertaken,that we might berid of ourfeares, and che hopes of 
our enemies alitcle daſh'd,who flatter chemlelyes with che failing ofonr trea= 


lure, 


ſure, knowing we have not the Conſcience to liveas they doe, And to this 
purpoſe anexcize,a weekly afſefſement or voluntary contribution mult bee 
thought on, Asit isno contermprible ſumme that is paid upon a voluntary 
monerhly contribution, ſo it might be made more cor{iderable, if men were 
by ſome meanes or other brought to a levell : for it is the uneveneſle of 
the grounds menare upon that makes them ſiumble ut this way of ſupply; 
they (ay and ſay juſtly, that unleflc the diſztfeed party be reduced to ſome 
proportionable ter mes, they ſhall goe on co impoveriſh themiclves , and 
make themſelves the objeh of the ſcorne and inſolencie of their enemies, 
and che pity of their friend*, Here therefore let it be confidered(vay let it bee 
no longer conſidered, /nre tam 5uſt4 noneſt deliber andam) whether with all 
diligence ( Thad almoRtfaid with all violence,) thc Ordinance for aflefſing 
the Non-contributors be nor to be put in exccution : I am aſhamed ofthe 
excuſes mace in this particular, ſome that a1e employed pretendthey are af= 
fraid of the ill will oftheiriocigbbeure, Bur what equitie is there in this 
proceeding, it isa contiouall quarrell (ad ravim »ſg,) in che City, that che 
Army marchesrot againſt breffworkes batteries, aud the month of the Ora- 
wance, whenthemlelves doe nor, and pretend darenor, with the adyantage 
ofan Ordinance of Parliament, adventure uponihe oper wonth of 4 malrg- 
x4zt upon the hopes of our ruine, morreredagainſitem. 

But it may be ſome feare their hands morethen their thoughts or tongues, 
That is hard, that the power of Parliament aud A4s1itss inthe hands of men 
well-affeed to the Parliament ſhould leave grounds of terrour in theminds: 
ofthe Cirie, let them afſure then;ſelyes that teare this feare, thar rhey. (hall 
never have le{ſc reaſon tobe afraid then now they have, andif they letthem 
goe on at this rare, the thing that they feare will come upon them z our dif 
denceistheir firength; We have ſo uſed them hitherto, that they can bee 
more merry ina priſon then we in our ficeli meetirgs. Anditis to mee a lad 
thought ( which the mention of a priſon hath brought ro my minde)chat our 
priſoners, men of repute, piery,and yalour ſhould. be ſo unworthily uſcd by 
ouradyerſaries; and we inthe meane time ſuffer theirs ro enjoy notonly un- 
neceſſary but unlawfull contents, wirneſle the p'enty of wine, and the reſort 
of women (where there be Cars,there-mult be Vermine) at Lambeth houſe. 
How juſt were it that we had ewentie or thirtie of the Chicte of chem, ſome 
of the ſouldiers, ſ&me of the Citizens, ſent ro #indſor Caſtle or ſome other 
place, wherethey might arthe beſi fare butlike ſouldiers,or otherwiſe accor- 
divg tointelligence.. Let the Parliament bee afſured, thar if they give up on 
theſe cermes,chey will leave an everlaſting diſcouragement upon their friends 
and not know where rofind men to ſticke toth:m (for themſelves fee how 
they are abuſcd by the peritioners for peace, whole ſenſe is fully enough cx» 
prefled in the libellous complaint to the Commons). when they ſhall yy 
need,. 
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need, which Tam confident through the refilefle deſignes of them who lye 
at the bottome of this buſincefle, they will quickly have, 

But it will be here objeRed, the Army give continuall diſadvantage to 
their owne maintenance and encouragement by the ill managing the attaires 
committed to their truſt, 

Tothis I anſwer, Firſt, that I would not be taken for the generall Adyo.. 
cate ofthe Army; doubtlefle there are faults perſonall and reall, more then I 
know,more then can be excuicd : Butfirſt there have been many things (aid 
agpainſtthe Army that never were, or could-be proved;and further the Arm 
is prejutliced by the expeQation of things impoſſible. When the people are 
unchangeable ,and the Parliament infallible,the Army ſhall be unblameable? 
It isexpeRted by the Parhament ard Citietharthe Officers ſhould be all ho« 
neſt and fairhfull; what an unreaſonablethingis chis, will you expe char 
in'a Caryp, that you fi:d ror in a Court? no cot in the two great Courts of 
the Regime and City,the Councell ofrhe Commons, and the Common. 
Councell, And to make good my citle and ſpeake Plaine Engliſh, The Pare 
liament and City have ſhared in the power of the Army, ic is good reaſon 
likewiſe they ſhould ſhare in the blame: They have recommended many 
ofthe Officers they finde tault with, whatſoever othermea are; I can aſſure 
they are not all Saints chatthey have put intoche Calendar, For the conſe- 
quent bf corrupt Officers,which is falſe Multers, itisa great and a juſt quar= 
rel} which all honeſt men defire ro remove the ground of. But firſt let it bee 
'confidered, that ic is the common lot ofallthe Armies of Chriftendome, the 
' Prince of Orange makes theſame complaint, ro which purpoſe I could tell 
you a tory, bur that I am reſoly'd againſt cediouſnefſe, The noble and victo- 
rious King of $weden did by his very greatdihgence provide againſt it as 
much as was poſſible, Burt in Read of quarrelling , let us attempr, a notim- 
poſſible, redrefſe, Let the Patliament or Citie, if chey can in this wicked 
world find fome ſoicall men, that deſpiſe money— Quos dignos ſpeftatu ar- 


bitremur, appoint pzy-maſtersto every Regiment trom whom the Officets . 


and Souldiers ſhould receivetheir pay : let chem attend conſtantly, and pay . - 


rwo orthree times a weeke at an appointed place in the quarter with the 
forfeiture of pay upon an uolawtull abſeace, The honeft Officers would hear- 
ily embrace this motion, and be glad to be free from the continuall trouble 
they now endure from their importunate retioue, as for Knavesthey will not 
ſpeake againſt ir, leaſt they ſhewrthemſclyes ſo, Itbeing alwayes reſerved, 
that honeſt men vpon berter reaſon may. ſpeak againſt this motion,to which 
T ſubmit. This would be a way to ſave money, to keepe the ſouldiers toge= 
ther ; only let care be taken hat the-men to whom this truſt. is commitced 
be of gond repute, and able ſometimes ax a pinch to dighurſe ſoge money to 
thecommon Souldiers, But leave this inthe midſt. Tx 
Another 
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Another great quarrell is, but the moſt unjuſt,thatthey march nor,tizat they are not 
aQiiye, The Souldiers hands indeed go not fo faſt as other mens rongues, Action is nor 
ſo quick as thought, eſpecially thoughrs wing'd with carneft defires, Defiderio etiam 
celeritas in mora e3F, Are there not continuall partiesout, and chat with no contempti- 
ble fucceſſe,according to which if men glorified God, and were thankfall,they would 
notbe fo yaio in their imaginations: Let them look uponotber Armies io forraiga Na-- 
rionsz uponthe Kings Army, whom it concernsto be aRtive, ifthey had opportunity, 
To aſſault Reading, nay to gaine it, would not countervaile the hazard and lofle , 
It is likely they won'd attempt Oxford, though againſt reaſop, if the Patliamenc 
and City will undertake for their own ſecuritic in the #wterim, and make good the ne. 
ceſſary damage of a winter fiege, Oh how eaſie a thing is itto give a hard cenſure, ro 
fare well and lye warm,and to condemne poore ſouldicrs, tolyec in winteretrenchesar 
the mercy of wet and cold. Sure there are many men that think ir as eafie a matter to 
win a Towne, though fortified, as ro make a breach in the wals of a Chriſtmas Pie, 
But as I undertook not an abſolute puſtification m the other complaints, ſo neither doe 
I in this, but doubt not but they may receive ſatisfaftion from them whoſe experience 
makes them able coſay morethenI can; but of iacerhe complaint hath bin recipro. 
call:The fouldiers would not a for want of pay, the people would not pay for want 
of aRion, Thebeſt way isto mend both tagether, 

- In fine, lerus be well aſſured that whoſoever ſuffers his diſcontentagainſiche Army 
to grow up to reyenge,means inthe iſſue to ſtrike himſelf, And whercas it is ſaid thac 
che putting the Army into an expeRation of conflant ſupply would make them un« 
willing ever to disband, how void of reaſon is this exception? whereas in the hands of 
the Parliament and Cirie are thoſe nerves and ligaments which hold the Army roge- 
ther, which they may ſhrinke or cut as they ſee cauſe, But from the neceſſitic of an 
Army I pafſeto the conyeniencie ifnot neceſſitic of an Afſociation.
